:wspapcr mail in the county of or- 
pin, and low rates in the territory 
:yond, were established by the 
winding fathers deliberately. Those

led three factors as necessary to 
he maintenance of our rcprcscnta- 
Jvc democracy: 


1. Free elections 
2. Free education 
3. A free press.

magazine passes on to the sub- 
scriber the saving represented by 
low postal rates. Newspaper sub- 
scribers all over America pay less 
jy mail than by currier boy— and 
in the case of local newspapers like 
.his one the difference is 
many 


,imcs the saving represented in free 
or nominal postal charges. 


Nevertheless, some adjustment 


has to be made from time to time — 
and that's all right with us. 


But I do want to point out one 


place, the Post Qfficc Department 
can save some t>f the money it is 
now losing. 


.The Arkansas Press association 


'has just distributed to its members 
an editorial from the Atlanta (Ga.) 
Journal quoting a small-town ed- 
itor, Leon Smith of the Thomaston 
(Ga.) 
Free Press. Editor Smith is 


ungry because the Post Office is 
selling — and has for many years 


-stamped blank envelopes cheap- 


er than established private print- 
ers can buy the blank envelopes 
alone. 


According 
to 
Smith's 
figures 


quoted by the Atlanta newspaper 
the government sells 1,000 stamped 
blank envelopes for $35.28, which 
'includes $30 postage — making the 
3,000 blank envelopes 
cost 
only 


$5.28. In addition, the government 
,will put your name and address on 
the envelope for 44 cents per thous- 
and. 


No private printer on earth can 


match such prices, says the Georg- 
ia complaint. 


Nor could the government — but 


for the huge operating loss behind 
the department known as GPO . . . 
Government Printing Office. 


And I have an Arkansas com- 


plaint on something more 
than 


mere prices. In order to get raw 
paper to make those envelopes the 
government arbitrarily raids 
the 


scarce supply available to private 
printers. This is true of the whole 
.paper question. Newsprint 
mills 


supplying the coarse white paper 
The Star is printed on arc expected 
to reduce contract deliveries 
to 


private firms this year by 4 or 5 
per cent — because the government 
wants to dig into their supplies to 


extent.

Mose 


Yergor of Hope, In this case Lut- 
her Lcc Hlghtower, negro, is being 
tried on a carnal abuse charge.

House to Vote 
on DMT, Draft, 
Bill This Week 


Washington, April B — (at —This 


is the week in which the house 
will bej;in voting on the controver- 
sial draft-universal military train- 
ing bill, and during which House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn has prom- 
ised to add to his remarks about 
foreifin troops massing in 
Man- 


churia. 


Rayburn dropped a Verbal bomb- 


shell last week by declaring that 
not all the troops gathering in Man- 
cluU-ia and Korea were 
Chinese 


Communists. Ho added that 
the 


U. S. is threatened by a "terrible 
danger" which might bring on an 
other world war. 


The house speaker, who seldom 


takes the floor to speak, had just 
come from n White House brief 
ing. He interrupted debate on the 
draft-UMT bill to deplore 
"com- 


placency" in these troubled times. 


Pressed to elaborate. Rayburn 


said he would have more to say 
later; that he would 
tell 
house 


members things which they as yet, 
in all probability, didn't know. 


He didn't tie in his remarks di- 


rectly with the debate on draft lefi 
islation. But they apparently have 
had their effect on that issue. 


The house Republican policy com- 


mittee recently endorsed a move to 
add a tvoops-to-Europc limitation to 
the draft bill. Another Republican 
drive, headed by Rep. Short of Mis- 
souri, aims at knocking out the 
UMT proposal 
plan 
passing 
a 


straight draft extension bill. The 
administration contends UMT is es- 
sential if the nation is to have 
continuing strength 
against 
the 


threat of Communist aggression. 


In New York yesterday, Bernard 


M. Baruch came out strongly for 
UMT. 
He said the nation should 


"put an end to this tragic blowing 
hot and cold in national defense." 
Delaying action on UMT, he said 
in a letter to Chairman V i n son 
(D-Ga) of the house armed serv- 
ices committee, would increase the 
risk of war. 


Some Republicans now question 


the wisdom of pressing for both a 
limitation on troops for Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower's Western European 
defense army and separation 
of 


UMT from the administration's bill. 


The reason that if they should 


succeed in substituting a straight 
draft bill and then tack to it the 
troops amendment 
they 
might 


drive off votes and lessen 
their 


changes for winning out on cither 
point.
